Rapid  progress  is  being  made 
on  the  construction  of  the  North- 
western State  College  Catholic  Stu- 
dent Center,  located  directly  off 
the  campus  on  Second  Street  ad- 
jacent to  the  American  Cemetery. 
The  building  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  early  June. 

The  Center  will  include  a  chapel, 
which  will  seat  2.50  persons,  and  a 
lounge  which  will  combine  with 
the  rear  half  of  the  chapel  to  form 
a  large  hall  across  the  front  of  the 
building. 

Living  quarters  and  an  office 
for  the  chaplain.  Father  Alfred  A. 
Juliano,  C.S.Sp.,  will  be  located 
in  the  left  rear  of  the  Center.  Also 
there  will  be  a  workshop  which 
will  provide  space  for  student  pro- 
jects such  as  float  building  and 
furniture  making.  Kitchen  facili- 
ties will  be  conveniently  located 
adjacent  to  the  lounge. 

The  entire  pattern  of  the  build- 
ing is  modernistic.  Interior  ar- 
rangements will  coincide  with  the 
outside  work  in  carrying  out  the 
modern  style.  Unique  will  be  the 
altar  with  its  triangular  marble 
base. 

The  building  is  the  result  of 
years  of  planning  on  the  part  of 
Natchitoches  Newman  Club  spon- 
sors, and  is  being  built  under  the 
direction  of  Bishop  Charles  P. 
Greco  of  the  Diocese  of  Alexan- 
dria. 

Father  Juliano.  local  chaplain 
since  last  November,  stated,  "The 
building  is  intended  to  administer, 
not  onlv  to  the  religious  needs  of 
the  students,  but  also  to  their  cul- 
tural and  social  needs."

Demons  Win  Relays 


Northwestern  State  College  suc- 
cessfully defended  the  college  di- 
vision of  the  16th  annual  NSC 
Relays  April  3,  as  29  records  were 
broken  in  the  largest  gathering  of 
track  enthusiasts  in  Louisiana  his- 
tory. Approximately  1.000  ath- 
letes from  71  high  schools  and  four 
colleges  took  part  in  the  five-hour 
meet. 

In  the  high  school  competition, 
Byrd  of  Shreveport  repeated  as 
AA  champions,  while  Jonesboro- 
Hodge  took  Class  A,  Plain  Dealing 
Class  B,  and  Estherwood  Class  C. 

The  Demons  racked  up  their 
points  in  the  relay  events,  defeat- 
ing their  nearest  opponent.  South- 
western 831/2  to  611/2.  The  North- 
western crew  set  new  marks  in  the 
880.  sprint  medley  relay,  and  the 
mile  relay.  Southwestern  shattered 
the  440  relay  mark,  thus  making 
it  a  clean  sweep  of  all  college  relay 
standards. 

Murrell  (Sister)  Walker,  Mur- 
ray (Doak)  Walker,  Hugh  Purser, 
and  J.  B.  Self  lowered  the  sprint 
medley  mark  to  3:37.6.  The  Walk- 
er brothers.  Self,  and  Lilley  knock- 
ed the  mile  relay  record  to  3:26, 
and  the  Demon  880  crew  posted  a 
1:30.9. 

Linden  Claybrook  of  NSC  hung 
up  a  new  mile  record  with  a  4:37.6, 
and  Jack  Bice,  another  Demon, 
leaped  22  feet,  9  inches  for  a  fresh 
broad-jump  mark.

In  the  season's  opener.  Coach 
Alvin  I  Cracker )  Brown's  spike- 
men  pulled  from  behind  a  three- 
run  deficit  to  upset  the  highly 
touted  Barksdale  Air  Force  Base 
crew  6  to  5  on  the  home  diamond. 
Freshman  A.  W.  Reed,  sophomore 
James  Enloe,  and  transfer  Joe  Cos- 
tello  were  the  big  guns  at  the  plate, 
while  big  Mike  Pacheco  turned  in 
an  excellent  relief  job  on  the 
mound  to  receive  credit  for  the 
win. 

Southeastern  Oklahoma  then  in- 
vaded Demonland  for  a  three-day 
stand,  and  the  best  the  Savages 
could  do  was  a  slim  victory  sand- 
wiched between  two  whopping  de- 
feats. Behind  Morris  Bruce's  left- 
handed  slants  and  little  Larry 
Whitt's  big  bat,  the  NSC  nine  took 
the  first  game  10-2. 

Visiting  pitcher  Boyd  Converse 
pitched  his  mates  to  a  4-3  victory 
in  the  second  tilt,  but  ace  left- 
hander Gordon  Zabasky  handed 
the  Demons  the  "rubber"  game  by 
a  3-2  margin. 

Barksdale  built  up  a  big  lead 
and  nipped  an  NSC  rally  in  the 
second  Demon-Flyer  encounter  to 
take  a  skin-tight  11-10  decision. 

In  the  first  CSC  game  mounds- 
man  Bruce  did  an  outstanding  job, 
but  the  Northwestern  bats  were 
silent  as  Southeastern  outclutched 
the  Demons  3  to  1 .  Last  year's 
Southeastern  team  tied  for  the 
championship  of  the  Gulf  States 
Conference. 


Gymnasts  Win  Again 

Northwestern  State  College  won 
the  Mid-South  Intercollegiate  In- 
vitational Gymnastic  Meet  held 
March  24  as  they  swamped  Texas 
University  and  Texas  A  &  M.  In 
this  first  all-collegiate  meet  ever 
held  at  NSC.  the  Demons  finished 
with  61 1/^  points  as  compared  with 
the  Longhorns'  41 V2  and  the  Ag- 
gies' seven. 

The  Purple  and  White  captured 
seven  of  the  ten  first  places,  and 
placed  close  behind  the  winners  in 
the  other  three  events.  Mid-way 
through  the  meet,  it  was  a  show  be- 
tween Northwestern  and  Texas 
University.  However,  the  Demons 
took  a  sweep  of  the  last  four 
events  to  pull  ahead.
